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SUPPLEMENT TO 
REQUEST FOR CONTINUED EXAMINATION 
PURSUANT TO 37 C.F.R. § LI 14 

This submission is a supplement to the Request for Continued Examination filed in the 
above-referenced case on April 7, 2004. The Request for Continued Examination was filed 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.114 in response to an Office Action dated October 7, 2003, and was 
filed with an appropriate petition for extension of time. 

The Office Action raised certain issues with respect to claims 136 and 137 of the above- 
referenced application over a publication by Schmid. The submission in the Request for 
Continued Examination included a statement that there are common authors and inventors 
respectively listed on the Schmid publication and the above-referenced application. The 
submission in the Request for Continued Examination further included a statement that although 
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not available for submission at the time of filing, the Applicant anticipated removal of the 
Schmid publication per the provisions of § 715.01(c), MPEP through a supplement to the 
Request for Continued Examination once the signed affidavit became available. The submission 
in the Request for Continued Examination also stated that as a consequence of the foregoing, the 
Schmid publication no longer would be available to the Office as a ground of rejection by the 
time the Request for Continued Examination was reviewed. 

Enclosed with this supplement to the Request for Continued Examination is the affidavit 
referred to in the Request for Continued Examination as just described. The affidavit is 
submitted to remove the Schmid publication as a ground of rejection per the provisions of § 
715.01(c), MPEP. Consequently, the Schmid publication no longer is available as a ground of 
rejection, and the Applicant respectfully submits that claims 136 and 137 of the above referenced 
application are in condition for allowance. 

In as much as the present submission is a supplement to the Request for Continued 
Examination, which was itself timely filed, it is believed that the present submission is presented 
in a timely manner. This belief further has been confirmed by telephone inquiry to the examiner 
in this case. Consequently, the Applicant respectfully requests consideration of the enclosed 
affidavit in conjunction with the Request for Continued Examination filed on April 7, 2004.
